mystery that cannot be explained on 
nny theory of heredity, for. as the 
Journal of Heredity points out, the 
imts whkh do the milking nrc work- 
era, setless insects that leave no off- 
spring. "It is, therefore, <|uite im- 
possible that they should transmit 
their training to offspring whhh 
they do not leave." 

The "milk" which the apbida give 
up to the anta as contentedly as a 
cow gives her milk, is the juice of 
plants sucked up by the aphida and 
transformed in their bodies to a 
sirup of invert sugar or glucose. I 
This is the so-called "honey dew- 
often found in vast quantities on 
plants. Some species of ants merely 
lick this up, but others strike the 
aphids to persuade them to "give 
down," just M the hired man of the 
farm induces the cow. 

In return for this service the ants 
flght the enemies of the aphida, 
<-arry th< ■ to safety in times of dan- 
ger, take care of their eggs, place 
the aphids where they will get tho 
best of food and shelter them in 
their nest* in cold weather.

"The potstoes must be dried— 
that ia to say. the greater part of 
their water constituent must be re- 
moved, to prevent decomposition, 
which takes plsce very rapidly sfter 
they hsvc thawed out. 

"The oven should be hested 
for baking bread. Then, when it has 
reached the necessary temperature, 
which is easily recognized in prac- 
tice by the appearance of the roof 
of the oven, the potatoes are put in, 
cutting up the largest. They are 
spread out in a layer so that evapo- 
ration may easily take place, the 
door of the oven being left open. 
From time to time the mass is 
stirred up with a poker to facilitate 
and hasten the evaporation. When 
the drying has gone far enough, the 
potatoes having become hard as bits 
of wood, they are withdrawn to mi 
room for others. 

Potatoes thus dried msy be 
boiled with enough wster to make a 
paste similsr to that which they 
rejsJi have furnished if mashed in 
the ordinary maimer, and which will 
answer very well, at least to feed 
stock. The potatoes, in fact, will be 
found to have lost none of the ele- 
ments that give them their nutri- 
tive
